He wm eighty-two yw old 
and had baas ia. lm^WM>.l)^« for t7- 
fonr TMn. Active, mtmmt, liooart and 
attentive to bnaiiMfa, Whatever eater- 
prise h? set on foot proapercd. At the 
time of his death he was President of the 
P. Bannon Sewer Pipe Ciinni«iiy and of 
the Kentucky Vitrified Brick Company. 
He also held a lar^je hlock of stock in 
the I<oniavi»le Public Warehouse and 
owned atoclt in manv other corporations. 

Mr. Baonon is survived by his sons, 
wke were eaaociated with him in busi- 
BMS. and three dangbtcra. Tbeao^sare 
M. Jeff Bannon, Richard B. Baaaon and 
Patrick Bannon, Jr. The daHghtera are 
Mrs. Robert L. Burrell and Ml*. Bdward 
I). O'Connor, of Louisville, and Mra. S. 
A. Hardesty, of Memphis. 

Death came to Mr. Bannon from the 
infirmities due to old age. Until recently 
he had never been seriously ill and 
lately ever missed a day from his ofTice, 
UO West Jefferson street, until Thanks- 
givinc dav, the iaat time he was able to 
appear on the street Prom that time on 
he sank slowly until the end came. He 
passed away fortified by all the righU of 
holy mother cbnrch. 

Patrick Bannon was bom in the town 
of Killough. County Down, Ireland, on 
July 12, 1824. Although a native of the 
Province of l ister, or "Blaclt .North," as 
some call it, he was descended from a 
family of Strict Roman Catholics. I, ike 
bis ancestors, he kepi the faith and 
ttaasmittad it to his children. When quite 
a yonth he was aeat to learn the plaster- 
ers' trade and ao aaaidooady did he 
attend to his tasks that he aoea became a 
master workman. To a yonng man of 
his ambition and ability there waa little 
to be gainei". by remaining in Ireland, 
and in when he had attained his 

twenty fiflh year, he sailed for America 
and at once took up his residence in Cin- 
ciadaaati. In those days good plaster- 
er* weie eearoe la tUa aection of the cou n - 
try. Witbia a year Mr. Bannon was 
recqgaised as the best mechanic at his 
trade in the Queen City. Be received 
good wages, was thrifty and waa witbia 
a short time contracting f or platteriag 
work on his own account. 

In l».j-' the Cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, in this city, was ready to be plas- 
tered. Mr. Bsnnon's fame had spread 
and he was employed to do the work. It 
was generally recogniied as the best 
piece of work in the city, and it stands 
today a monument to bia geains and 
ebUity. Oa comiiletlag the Cathedral 
he retnraed to Ciadaaatl, but was 
. recalled to I/oulsriUe to do the work on 
the old Baptist church on Powth and 
Walnut streets. By the time that work 
was completed Mr. Bannon knew and 
liked the people of Louisvill.-, The peo- 
ple liked him and appreciated his work, 
so he remained here aud began a general 
contracting plastering business. He 
recognized certain peculiarities in the 
day in this vicinity and saw his way 
clear to a competency. In 1863 he began 
the maanfacture of terra cotta fipe. His 
first factory waa oa Jefferson strett, 
. | en Third and Ponrth. Hia pipes 
M II nd he made money from tbe start, 
er he removed his plant to Fifth street. 
Walnut, almost opposit- the Cathe- 
Each year hia business extended 
18&3 he added the manufacture of 
pc to bit other iadatttiw. The 



aewer pipe plant was located at Thir- 
teenth and Maple. This Industry grew 
like his other piilrrpiiseM and for many 
yenrs be has had the largest .sewer pipe 
fnrtDrv ill the South and one of the 
largest in the world Years before this 
he bad retired from the plastering bnai- 
aess to devote all bis time and attention 
to other bnaineaa interesU. 

la 1889 be added tbe auanfectnre of 
vltrided brkh to Ms diverrified laterests 
and estabHibcd a factory oa Magaolia 
avenue, between tliatb aad-Taalb. He 
organized a stock company to carry oa 
this work. Mr. Bannon waa chosen Prea- 
ident and his eldest son, M. Jeff Bannon. 
owned the controllin)^ stock. Together 
they investe<l IIimi.ihx) in the plant. 
Tbe new plant proved successful and tbe 
Bannon brick have not only been used 
for paving purposes in Louisville, but 
also in Atlanta, Knoxville, Naahville, 
Pmakfort, Lexington, Lawrcaecburg 
aad mauy othei dtica ia the South. 
Only 5 per ceat. a( the o w1 » t of the 
various factories has been sold in Looia^ 
ville, the remainder being dispose<l of 
throughout Kentucky and the South. 

Mr. Bannon was always interested in 
politics and voted nothing but the 
straight Democratic ticket. In 1866 be 
was elected a member of tbe Lower 
Board of the General Council. He was 
re-elected ia 1898 and waa then chosen 
Pc*4deat af tbat body. A few years 
latw be wse«feiMlaaBti|b apinH o aed ia 
eoaaectlon \Htta tbe Mayoralty raee, but 
he declined the honor on account of his 
rapidly growing business Interests. 

In 1860 be married Miss Louisa Ellen 
Smith, a daughter of Early Smith, a 
prominent resident of the county. Mrs. 
Bannon died in 1878, leaving a family of 
aeven children. Since then one of the 
children, Mrs. BUa Jacqacmia, died. 
In 1878 Mr. Baaaoa uMurried Mra. Saaan 
Bracfcbetffler, who died two yaan ago. 

Ponr years ago tbe P. Baaaoa Sewer 
Pipe Company waa incorporated with 
Mr. Bannon as President; hii eldest son, 
M. JefT Haniioii, Vice President and Gen- 
eral .Mauafj'^''; Richard H. Bannon, his 
his eldest soB, Treasurer: Rich- 
ard B. Bannon, bis second son, Treas- 
urer; snd Henry M. Woltriag, aaold 
faithful employe, Secretary.

In all his years in America Mr. Ban- 
non never forgot the land of his birth 
and since coming to America be made 
tm trips to lrdaad.^^He jilwaya took 
an active interest ia 'irfata affairs. In 
former years he waa a prominent mem- 
ber of the Soas of Bria, the Peaians, 
the Priaadly Soae of St Patridi, the 
Iriah Lead Leagae, the Iiiih Catholic 
Benevolent Uaioa and other aadetlea. 
At the time of his death be was a mem- 
ber of tbe Knights of Columbus. 

Notwithstanding bis thrift Mr. Ban- 
non ever had his hand In bis pockets 
for worthy charities. He gave irrespec- 
tive of race or religion. His friends 
were legion, but it is his sons and daugh- 
ter, to whom he was 9ach an affectionate 
father, who will aiiaa blm most. His 
half-brother and ieaaer partaer la busi- 
ness, Barney J. GemfAell, will alao miss 
him. So will the Rev. Psther Hugh 
Brady, John McAteer, Charles J. White 
and others who h.ive for years been 
almost daily visito.s at his office. 

The funer.-»l took place from the Cathe- 
dral of the Assumption at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, and tbat large edifice 
was thronged with friends and acqualnt- 
aacca of tbe departed, aad within tbe 
saactaary were many clei^gymen to aaaist 
at tbe solemn mesa of requiem.

Tbe aew<06adjator Archbiataop of Boa- 
toa, WilHam B. O'Coaoell, haa been 
Bishop of Portland, Maine, during the 
past three and a half years. While it 
waa known tbat since his recent mission 
to Japan and its successful outcome that 
he was in line for some promotion, hi* 
appointment to the Coadjutotsblpof Boa- 
ton, with tbe right of succeaslon to the 
See, came in the way of swrpriae. Biahop 
O'Cenaell wae not oae of thoae names 
selected by the Biabo|» of the archdiocese 
bf Boston. As it ia, Rome Ignored the 
list of nsmes seleded and promoted him. 
It is believed that Cardinal SatolH was 
one of those who urged Biaba^ O'Oon- 
nell's new appointment. 

Bishop O'Connell was born in Lowell, 
Mass., in 1859, and received his educa- 
tion at Boston College. Later he went 
to St. Charles' Seminary, Baltimore, 
finiabing hia theological oonrae at the 
Amcricaa College la Roaie. Cardinal 
Satolli was one of bia p r o fea ao ia in the 
metropolis of Cbristeadom. In 188^ he 
waa appointed assistant pastor at Med- 
ford, Mass., where he remained four 
years and then went to Boston as assist- 
ant at St. Joseph's church. There he 
remained ten years, when he was 
appointed rector of the American Col- 
lege at Rome. While there he presided 
with great success and was a worthy 
failower of our own Right Rev. Biabop 
MoCloakey. the firak Rector of that col- 
lege. When the Right Rev. Jamea A. 
Bealy, Biahop of Portland, died in 
Angaat, 1900, tbe See remained vacant 
for quite a period. When the clergy 
wot in the names of those they preferred 
Bishop O'Connell's name was not on the 
list. The names of those chosen by tbe 
priests of tbe diocese were passed over, 
and tbe then Father O'Oaaaelt wss 
named by the Vatican. 

Daly a few montba ago be waa sent by 
Ma BolineiB Piaa X. oa aa important 
miaaiOB to Japaa. It ia praanaiad tbat 
bia appointment as Cosdjutor to Arch- 
bishop Williams is a reward for the suc- 
cessful manner in which he accompUsbed 
the work cut out for him. 

The diocese of Boston was establishe<l 
In 1808, but the archbishopric was not 
created until 187.3. It covers a territory 
of 2,4S'> squsre miles and the jurisdic- 
tion extends over 1,000,000 Catholica. 

ArcbUsbop John Joeepb Williains is 
the mdeat In the American hierarchy. 
Be was consecrated Bishop of Boston on 
March 11, 1866, and nine years Ister his 
See was raiaed to the dignity of an arch- 
diocese. He has long been an admirer 
of Bishop O'Connell and it is generally 
believed preferred him as Cosdjutor and 
successor above all others suggested. 
Although the Archbishop is an aged man 
and rather weak pbyaieally, Ua mind 
appeata to be aa strong aa ever. 

ArcbUsbep O'Connell la erdl known 
and personally popiilar in the archdiocese 
to which he goes. , Hia admircra predict 
that still higher honors will come to him.
